"Recreation in Father' 


In 1889 Reverend C. Falher, O.M.I., a 
Roman Catholic missionary arrived in 
Grouard where he became noted for his 
understanding ability to speak and in¬ 
terpret the Cree language. It was 
through Reverend Father’s efforts to es¬ 
tablish a settlement that the first settlers 
arrived at the present site of the Town 
of Falher after the completion of the 
Edmonton-Dunvegan and British Colum¬ 
bia Railway (now the Northern Alberta 
Railway) in 1916. 

The settlement was first organized as 
a village on September 5, 1923. It ac¬ 
quired town status on January 1, 1955. 

Falher is the centre of a good mixed 
farming district. It has a growing popu¬ 
lation of 856 with a trading area popula¬ 
tion of 5,101. Hockey and baseball have 
been the most popular sports in Falher 
for many years. Previous to the form¬ 
ing of a Recreation Board in 1963, 
recreation was organized through a 
Sports Committee. One of the first en¬ 
deavours of the five member board was 
to recommend to the Town Council the 
employment of a Recreation Director. 
This was passed and Falher now em¬ 
ploys a full time Recreation Director. 
Members of thte Falher Recreation 
Board are Mr. J. Chalifoux, Mr. J. St. 
Laurent, Mr. C. Ouellette, Mr. R. Lauzon 
and Mr. G. Paradis. 

HOCKEY 

Hockey has always been and still is, 
the most popular form of recreation in 
Falher. The people of Falher showed 
their great interest in this sport by con¬ 
structing a large arena in 1951. The 
minor hockey program involved six 
teams with a total of 100 boys par¬ 
ticipating. 



Also active is the Senior hockey club 
with eighteen local players between the 
ages of eighteen and thirty taking part. 

This extensive program in hockey is 
possible through the endeavours of our 
volunteer coaches and managers. They 
are Gilbert Lauze, Paul D’Auteuil, John 
Laflamme, Adrian Trudeau, Raymond 
Giroux, Ed Manysiak and Reverend R.

Routhier School 

The Routhier school can be proud of 
its program which includes a wide 
variety of activities for all children. In 
the athletic field there are boys’ and 
girls’ volleyball, boys’ and girls’ basket¬ 
ball, track and field, badminton, softball, 
hockey, broomball, touch football and 
soccer. Many of these activities are 
organized with the schools in the towns 
or villages in the area. Annual tourna¬ 
ments are set up in volleyball and 
basketball, as well as an annual track 
and field meet. The social and cultural 
field includes drama, oratory, discussion 
groups, song festivals and parties. The 
Falher Chorale Group under the able in¬ 
struction of Reverend Guy Goyette, the 
principal of Routhier School, has won 
wide acclaim. Many thanks must be ex¬ 
tended to Father Goyette and his able 
staff for their endeavours in making the 
Routhier School program such a success¬ 
ful one. 


THE SCHOOL GYM 

The Routhier School Gym is being put 
to a great many uses other than for 
school activities. It is used every 
Wednesday and Sunday evening by the

Badminton Club. It is used for volley¬ 
ball and other activities every second 
Thursday by the teen-agers. Every Tues¬ 
day the “Jeunesse Rurale Catholique” 
(young French-speaking adults of the 
Catholic faith) make use of the gym for 
athletic activities and also for drama. 
The gym is a very vital facility for 
recreation in the community and more 
uses are being found for it every day.

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PLAYGROUND SITE 

Plans are underway for the develop¬ 
ment of a playground for the commun¬ 
ity. It is hoped that this playground will 
eventually include a swimming pool. At 
the present, the nearest swimming area 
is at Winagami Beach which is thirty- 
five miles away. Swimming lessons are 
available at the beach and the Winagami 
Beach Association have organized trans¬ 
portation by bus for children of Falher 
who wish to take the lessons. Because 
of the great number of children attend¬ 
ing these lessons from Falher, the great 
need for a swimming pool is now clearly 
recognized. It is hoped that this will be 
our centennial project. 



Falher Baseball Diamond 

Baseball has held interest for the 
people of Falher for many years. In the 
last few years emphasis has been placed 
on minor baseball for the boys and soft- 
ball for the ladies. The program now 
includes four minor baseball teams, a 
senior (men’s) team and a ladies’ softball 
team. Through the efforts of the Knights 
of Columbus many activities such as 
men’s softball, basketball, boys’ hockey 
and baseball, Boy Scouts and Cubs and 
Teen Clubs are in the final stages of 
organization. 

Plans for the future are always in the 
air. The Falher Recreation Board is a 
very active group. Better methods of 
administering the program and a 
greater variety of activities offered to 
the members of the community are its 
constant goal. Plans are now in progress 
for a play-ground, a swimming pool, an 
arts and craft club, and a senior citizens 
organization. We hope to see all of 
these in the near future. 


Increased Enrolment 
Results in Fine Arts 
Department Split 

The University of Alberta Board of 
Governors has announced that the De¬ 
partment of Fine Arts will be split next 
year into three new Departments of 
Drama, Music, and Painting and the re¬ 
lated arts. The decision to split the De¬ 
partment came about because of the 
increase in enrolment and because the 
three Divisions are already operating in¬ 
dependently except in certain adminis¬ 
trative areas. Another consideration was 
that the three disciplines differ so widely 
in their interests and needs that it is 
difficult for one person to speak for the 
curriculum and budget of all three.
